1. DURING AUG 30 CALL, MME. TNANI, CHIEF OF FOREIGN MINISTRY 
INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS AND CONFERENCES DIVISION, INFORMED 
EMBOFF THAT FOREIGN MINISTER MASMOUDI WILL BE ATTENDING 28TH 
SESSION UNGA. ALTHOUGH SHE HAD NO SPECIFIC INFORMATION 
CONCERNING DATES OR COMPOSITION OF DELEGATION, SHE OPINED THAT 
FOREING MINISTER WOULD BE ARRIVING DURING FIRST PART OF 
GENERAL DEBATE. 

2. IF SECRETARY DESIGNATE KISSINGER PLANS TO HOLD BILATERAL 
DISCUSSIONS WITH FOREIGN MINISTERS AS SECRETARY ROGERS HAS 
DONE, WE WOULD RECOMMEND HIS MEETING WITH FONMIN MASMOUDI. 
SUCH MEETING WOULD AFFORD OPPORTUNITY FOR NEW SECRETARY TO 
HAVE STIMULATING MEETING WITH REPRESENTATIVE OF MODERATE ARAB 
STATE WITH WHICH USG HAS CLOSE RELATIONS. MASMOUDI WOULD OF 
COURSE BE PRIMARILY INTERESTED IN OBTAINING AN ASSESSMENT FROM 
NEW SECRETARY RE POSSIBLE U.S. INITIATIVES ON MIDDLE EAST, WITH 
PARTICULAR REFERENCE TO THE RIGHTS AND FUTURE OF THE 
PALESTINIANS. BEYOND THAT, MASMOUDI MIGHT EXPRESS CONCERN 
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TO TUNISIA. 

3. IT IS HIGHLY UNLIKELY THAT PRESIDENT BOURGUIBA WILL BE 
ATTENDING 28TH UNGA. 
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
